Te nation’s fire alarms rang 
one million times last year, sound- 
ing the knell for more than $865.- 
000,000 in destroyed property. 
Some 300,000 of these fires broke 
out in residential dwellings where 
they destroyed all or part of the 
household contents as well as part 
of the house itself. While most 
people are insured against such 
loss, not one in a thousand has an 
up-to-date list showing the value 
of his furnishings and personal 
property—although an inventory 
is a prerequisite to the settlement 
of any sizable claim. If you do not 
have a recent itemized list of all 
the articles you own, it will pay 
you to learn more about this im- 
portant phase of your insurance. 
Thanks to modern mortgage 
requirements, most homeowners 
carry adequate insurance on their 
houses, but too many owners and 
an even greater proportion of 


tenants still have little or no pro- 
tection on their personal proper- 
ty. According to underwriters, 
most Americans are woefully ig- 
norant concerning their property 
policies and are about 40 percent 
under-insured. This means that, 
in the event of a total fire, a fam- 
ily having $5,000 worth of furni- 
ture and clothing would lose 
$2,000. Those who do carry 
household insurance usually guess 
at the value of their possessions 
when taking out a policy or after 
a fire has occurred. The adjuster 
almost invariably finds these 
guesses to be far below the ac- 
tual value of the goods. After a 
fire, the insurance man must 
often spend long hours with the 
policyholder helping him to re- 
construct a list of the items de- 
stroyed. How many articles the 
owner forgets will never be 
known. All these problems can 


be avoided if property owners 
will simply take a little time to 
inventory the contents of their 
homes. 

Assuming that you already have 
a policy on your household goods, 
you will be wise to compare the 
face value of the policy periodi- 
cally with the actual value of your 
furnishings and personal posses- 
sions. The worth of these items is 
constantly being influenced by a 
number of factors, and the amount 
of your policy should be adjusted 
accordingly. There has been a 
long upward trend in the value of 
home inventories which has “de- 
preciated” the relative coverage 
of the amount originally written. 
Many policyholders will find that 
the replacement cost of their mov- 
able assets has doubled since they 
originally purchased their poli- 
cies, leaving a great part of all 
they own completely unprotected 
even after depreciation. 

Two things to keep an eye on 
are increasing prices and addi- 
tional purchases. The dining room 
furniture you bought in 1940 may 
cost twice as much today, while 
the household items you bought 
only ten years ago may now be 
50 percent higher. Furthermore, 
families accumulate more posses- 
sions as the years roll by.

plosion. The dard fire poli- 
cy would not entitle you to a 
penny indemnity. However, a poli- 
cy form called Extended Cover- 
age was brought out not long ago 
to provide protection against a 
number of hazards for only a 
slight increase in premium cost. 
With this additional form you are 
insured against fire, lightning. ex- 
plosion, riot. strike or other civil 


commotion, damage by crashing 
aircraft, trucks, autos, tornadoes, 
hurricanes, hail, and the cost 
of removing and storing your fur- 
nishings if they are endangered 
by damage to premises. It was 
found that even this extensive pro- 
tection did not completely guard 
against all eventualities, so a form 
called Additional Extended Cover- 
age has just been introduced to 
provide still more comprehensive 
protection. Beyond the hazards 
just mentioned. this insurance 
further protects your household 
contents against damage from 
falling trees, freezing, ice, snow. 
landslide, collapse of any part of 
the building, escaping water, rup- 
ture of steam or hot water heating 
system, vandalism, malicious mis- 
chief and glass breakage. 


The big point to remember, 
however, is that your insurance 
company cannot pay you for the 
goods you lose as a result of fire 
or any other calamity unless it 
knows what items were actually 
destroyed. 

Just how should you go about 
taking an inventory of your house- 
hold possessions and evaluating 
them for insurance purposes? 
Well, first of all, household con- 
tents break down into five cate- 
gories: furnishings, appliances, 
clothes, personal items and valu- 
ables. The dividing line between 
what is personal property and 
what is part of the building can 
sometimes be difficult to distin- 
guish. Generally speaking, any- 
thing which can be moved freely 
is listed as contents, and anything 
which is attached to the house is 
covered by the building policy. It 
is imperative for homeowners to 
be clear about this difference be- 
cause it affects the amounts shown 
on the respective policies. Your 
agent can tell you how to list any 
doubtful items. 

In taking inventory, it is cus- 
tomary to list the contents of each 
room starting on the first floor and

working up to the attic, then cov- 
ering the basement. Don't over- 
look window fixtures, laundry 
equipment, contents of closets. 
drawers, cabinets, and external 
items such as aerials, garden hose 
or articles on porches and in en- 
tryways. By all means insure the 
movable goods in outbuildings— 
garage, barn, tool-shed. etc. There 
are a few exceptions to what may 
be listed on your inventory for in- 
surance purposes, Money. securi- 
ties, automobiles, boats and ani- 
mals must be excluded. 

In cases where there is an in- 
stallation charge for an article, 
this should be included on the in- 
ventory list in connection with its 
value, For example, if a fire, wind- 
storm or other hazard for which 
you are insured destroys your tele- 
vision antenna you should not only 
be paid the value of a replacement 
but the cost to install it. This may 
be true also of carpets, appliances 
and other large objects. 

Set down the original price paid 
for each article and the year it 
was purchased. Then calculate the 
increased replacement cost as a 
result of rising prices (see Table 
A). You must also deduct a cer- 


tain percentage for depreciation 
(see Table B). This latter amount 
is determined by the present age 
of the article and its life expect 
ancy. The result is the estimated 
value of the article at the time 
was destroyed. Bear in mind that 
the purpose of insurance is to re 
place the actual value at time of 
loss and not to make a profit for 
the policyholder. Most difficult 
part of the adjuster’s job is pep 
suading people that they are not 
entitled to “new lamps for old.”

Let's see how the factors of in- 
creased cost and depreciation de- 
termine the actual current value 
of an article on your list. If you 
bought a $600 piano in 1944, the 
cost of that same piano would be 
151 per cent of the original price 
—or $906. However, the life ex- 
pectancy of an average piano is 
thirty years. If your piano is ten 
years old, it has depreciated one- 
third and therefore is worth two- 
thirds of its current replacement 
value—or $604, very close to its 
original cost a decade ago. Items 
do not always figure out this even- 
ly. The rate of depreciation varies 
from one to fifty years depending 
upon the article. The replacement 
cost depends upon the year it was 
purchased. Antiques, furs, jewelry 
and objects of art should be ap- 
praised separately by an expert 
since their value is not subject to 


the same economic influences as 
ordinary commodities. 

When evaluating your inven- 
tory, do not be tempted to place 
too high a price on your posses- 
sions because this will give you an 
inflated total that will cost you a 
higher premium—and you should 
expect to collect only what the 
goods are actually worth when the 
loss occurs regardless of your 
personal opinion about their value. 
Householders, especially on the 
distaff side, often find it difficult 
to distinguish between actual and 
intrinsic values. 

On the other hand, your insur- 
ance may be broader than you 
realize. Usually the standard 
policy on the furnishings and per- 
sonal possessions in your house 
also covers the contents of other 
buildings on your premises up to 
10 percent of the face value of the 
policy. For instance, if your house- 
hold contents are covered for 
$5,000, any furnishings or movable 
equipment stored in other build- 
ings would be covered up to $500, 
excluding your car and exceptions 
noted previously. If contents of 
outbuildings have a higher value 
than this percentage. they can and 
should be covered separately.

Don’t blame the 
insurance company

any of the perils named in your 
policy. In some states this amount 
may be limited to $1,000. 

Underinsurance is costly where 
there is total loss and the insur- 
ance company pays only the face 
value of your policy. However. 
it can be even more costly where 
there is partial destruction be- 
cause of a legal theory known as 
“co-insurance” which applies in 
many areas and states. Since in- 
surance rates are based on value. 
insurance companies require you 
to insure up to 80 percent of the 
value at the time of the damage 
if you expect full payment. As«- 
sume you originally purchased 
$4.500 worth of household goods 
and took out a 34.000 policy. 
Over the years you have made 
additional purchases and re- 
ceived gifts so the present re- 
placement value of your house- 
hold goods is now $10,000. You 
have a partial fire causing a 
$4,000 loss. Does your insurance 
company pay you all your loss? 
It does not. You should have car- 
ried $8,000 (80 percent of $10.- 
000) insurance and you only car- 
ried $4,000 so you receive one- 
half, or $2,000 (."" x loss) de- 
spite the fact you had a policy 
for $4.000 and a loss of $4.000. 
The extra insurance would have 
cost about $8 per year. 

On the other hand. you should 
not expect to receive more than 
the actual value of destroyed 
property, even though your policy 
is made out for a larger amount. 
If your household insurance is for

$3,000 and contents are complete- 
ly destroyed. you do not auto- 
matically receive a check for 
$3,000. The actual contents and 
their value must first be estab- 
lished. If it turns out that you are 
overinsured and the proved value 
of the contents was only $2,500. 
this is all you can reasonably ex- 
pect to receive. 

Keep your inventory list some- 
where besides your own dwelling 

in a safe deposit box, hus- 
band’s office or with a relative. Of 
course, your insurance agent 
should have a copy.

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HOW TO GROW A 
MINIATURE TREE 


By JAMES G. HALVERSON 


The cultivation of bonsai. or dwarf, trees is an ancient botanie 
art which originated in Japan. More than mere plant growing, the 
raising of these exotic miniature trees can truly be called an art 
form. Since the grower has almost complete control over its de: 
velopment, the final shape, size and complexion of the tree cam 
represent his attitude toward the world of nature—-severe, whim 
sical or just plain pictorial, Far from being an esoteric ritual, 
growing the bonsai is relatively simple and can be undertaken im 
any climate, although it will want fairly consistent attention if 
its early stages. Almost any young tree can be made into a bonsaij 
in selecting yours it is important to look for one that has: (a) 
naturally small leaves; (b) a large-diameter main trunk if possible; 
and (c) large, exposed roots which can add beauty and interest 
by simulating age. Once chosen. the creative artist takes over, and 
the tree can be studied to determine the most imaginative way t@ 
shape it. The best time to transplant the tree from its original 
container into its permanent pot is in the fall or early spring. The 
plant that has proper drainage (provided in the base of the bonsat 
pot) should be watered thoroughly when the topsoil becomes diy 

usually once a day in the summer. Developing the tree int 
the shape you desire is accomplished chiefly through wiring and 
pruning the branches.

Ever since one of our prehistoric 
ancestors decided to spruce up 
his cave with a tree branch, man 
has been trying to tame a little 
of the outdoors for his en- 
joyment indoors. One of the 
most completely satisfying and 
inexpensive—-ways to capture a 
bit of woodland for your home 
is a miniature garden grown 
under glass, called a terrarium. 
Small tree seedlings and any 
number of small house plants, 
which may be obtained from a 
florist. are effective under glass. 
Many varieties of cacti, some 


producing exquisite flowers 


make unusual arrangements. 


Lichen-coated twigs, attractive 
tree fungi, pebbles and pretty 
little stones add to the appear- 
ance. The components of a ter- 
rarium are only limited by your 
imagination and the danger that 
too many plants may not give 
sufficient space for root growth 
and nourishment. Keep planting 
in scale with the size of the con- 
tainer. Dirt, moss, leaf mold 
and other suitable wild plant 
material found in fields. along 
the roadsides and sometimes in 
vacant city lots furnishes the 
“earth;” fine sharp sand placed 
in the bottom of the bowl pro- 
vides proper drainage. As the 
care of your terrarium will vary 
with location and varieties of 


plants, no instructions are given.

calm along the shore. You must go out to the far side of the offshore islands 
for surf. On Ship Island, you can also explore the dungeons of old Fort 
Massachusetts. 

Longfellow wrote The Building of the Ship in Pascagoula, still appro- 
priately building ships. Longfellow House there is a delightful hotel oper- 
ated by the shipbuilding company, and the Singing River will sing for you 
too if you listen carefully.

But the real center of social activity is Biloxi, 
with a wealth of good hotels, of which the Edgewater Gulf is outstanding, 
and innumerable air-conditioned motor courts. In Biloxi is Kessler Field, 
the electronics training center for 30,000 men of the U.S. Air Force, a not 
unmitigated blessing for the Coast; and from Biloxi the shrimp fleets go 
out, manned by a colorful mixture of races, many of Central European 
origin. Fishing boats are for hire, too.

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In these days of enlightened retail techniques, when pro- 
gressive-minded stores vie with one another to offer improved 
facilities to the nation’s homemakers, a new pattern of serv- 
ice has to be fairly impressive to merit the term “unique.” It 
js safe to say that Beck’s Charter Oaks is just that. It all 
started several years ago when Charles Beck, a noted decora- 
tor in the Pittsburgh area, purchased the seven-acre tract of 
land where once stood the historic oak that, in 1779, settled 
the boundary conflict between Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
Located five miles west of Pittsburgh’s Golden Triangle, the 
site was complete with the solid buildings that formerly con- 
stituted the functional parts of one of Pennsylvania’s largest 
and finest dairy farms. Fired by his dream of establishing 
anovel retail operation in an uncommon setting, he set about 
restoring the old buildings. Foremost in his plans for Charter 
Oaks was the careful reconstruction of the Manor House, a 
handsome fifteen-room mansion, originally dating from the 
late eighteenth century. which stands at the entrance to the 
grounds. He restored, in turn, each of the remaining struc- 
tures—the Dairy House, Coach House and the several barns 
on the property. Today, the site’s early American architec- 
ture provides the authentic background Charles Beck sought 
for his display of fine reproductions of period furniture and 
antiques. Furniture, carpets, wallpaper, fabrics and accesso- 
ries—almost all reflecting an earlier era—jam the buildings 
in a delightful confusion that suggests nothing so much as an 
overgrown county antique fair so appealing to the antique 


lover. For the enthusiasts of modern, there is a representative 
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selection of contemporary pieces in one of the barns. Charles 
Beck’s chief goal was to make Charter Oaks more than a 
mere place of business decked out in an attractive, historic 
framework; he wanted also a place of community interest 
and enjoyment, an organization that would function as a 
center of information for the homemaking and decorating 
problems of the region’s young families. To this end, he has 
inaugurated a series of notable features: his entire sales staff, 
for example, are trained decorators, and decorating advice is 
furnished, if desired, with every purchase—ranging all the 
way from the use of a small bow! to the interior planning of 
a complete house. (Should you buy a chair, a knowledgeable 
member of the Beck staff is available to determine its suita- 
bility right in your own home.) Decorating classes are held 
each fall in the evenings so that husbands, too, can attend. 
The whole atmosphere of this engaging “business establish- 
ment” is one of hospitality and friendliness, the high-pres- 
sure attitude being one which even Beck’s most sales-con- 
scious staff member would find offensive. Lured by this re- 
freshingly different approach, homemakers flock to Charter 
Oaks from a wide area around Pittsburgh, many spending 
the day browsing about in the historic surroundings and 
selecting the items they want at leisure. The Dairy House is 
now a restaurant where patrons may relax during a shopping 
tour and, after lunch, continue on. Women’s clubs and other 
community organizations, quick to discover the charms of 
this bit of Americana, arrange tours of the farm site. One of 
Mr. Beck’s most intriguing innovations has been the conver- 
sion of the Calf Barn, whose story is developed in subsequent 
pages, an example of a concept of service which helps young 


people visualize their needs against period backgrounds. 
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Steeped in history that goes back to the forma- 
tive years of the British Crown Colonies, the 
Manor House (top), according to local legend. 
was built by Napoleon’s nephew who surveyed 
the area. Today, in the friendly warmth of its 
colonial structure, fifteen rooms of period furni- 
ture attract the visitors to Beck's. Beyond, stands 
the Coach House (above) which houses the Beck 
collection of period accessories. In an extension, 
popular evening decorating classes are held in 
the friendly, relaxed atmosphere that pervades 
the whole establishment (right). While attended 
primarily by young housewives, husbands, too, 
display a lively enthusiasm for the finer points 
of home-planning and decoration. Here noted 
lecturers and staff members offer the young peo- 
ple practical hints on the use of design and color 
to enliven their homes, plus professional advice 
on the more complex decorating problems. Deco- 
rator Grace Miller discusses textures in fabrics, 
the process of screen-printing and the proper use 
of certain materials. Staff decorators Tom Cox 
(who decorated the Calf Barn) and Jack Strass- 
ler talk on the differences between good and 
bad examples of period furniture style (with 
the aid of screen and projector). Advice on 
remodeling generally has an important spot on 
the program. And after each class, Charles and 
Helen Beck can usually be found acting as hosts 
to the entire group in a coffee session devoted 
to a spirited discussion of the evening's work

Space: the split-level design’s contributionsto 


Bithousn we have become accustomed to the one-level 
home, the growing popularity of the split-level is worth ap- 
praising, even if some people question its justification. 
Architects differ in their critique of multi-level plans. 
but even so. they deserve the attention that good desi ners 
are giving them, simply because they offer—spacewise 

an almost unbeatable qualification: the most house for the 
money. In some instances, they can offer a great deal more. 
and the home above is a split-level with its generic prob- 
lems thoroughly licked. It is also living-conditioned and 
impressive in size (24,500 cubic feet). The price to the 
consumer (prices vary in different areas) for 2.900 square 


feet of usable space (including 750 square feet of ex- 


pansible space not specified in the original plan) was 
under $9 a foot. a sum that included land. landscaping. 
professional fees, insurance and interest. all appliances. 
equipment and selling costs—and that is why the split- 
level is economically so sound. The contributing factors 
that make so much space possible. however. can also be 
aesthetic bugaboos, and it requires genuine skill on the 
part of the designer to rout them. Most split-levels present 
the problem of the disposition of levels (three, sometimes 
four) and the effect that arrangement has on the exterior 


elevations and, in particular, the roof. Unless all the ele- 


ments are carefully unified, the effect can be an archi- 
tectural olio. Not this house: one roof, slightly peaked 
over the bedroom level. sweeps over the entire edifice and 
wins half the battle. The three levels, rather than being 
accentuated from the outside, are only subtly suggested, 
and uniform color and materials mold them into a natural, 
pleasantly gradual diversity. The result is simplicity of 
line. variety in texture. but no gingerbread: the house is 
a unit. not a jumble. The site, in this case, is a gently roll- 
ing plot that. with a certain amount of excavation, was 
made to fit the contours of the house like a glove. (With 
lessor more- excavating. it could be built on a hillside 
or an almost flat piece of ground.) Entrance is at mid- 
level (living room, family room, kitchen) ; a half flight of 
stairs leads to the upper level (three bedrooms, two baths), 
and another flight down to the lower level (recreation 


room. workshop, garage). There are two terraces 


one 


outside the living room- formal, secluted-—and another 


more informal. outside the family room and 
screened from the street by a storage wall for terrace and 
garden equipment. A door from the recreation room leads 
to a fenced-in courtyard where children can play on a sepa- 
rate level from adults—always a thoughtful arrangement, 


and a particular advantage as it has been devised here.

Outdoor living—and accommodation for it— 
hos become a highly specialized, integral part 
of the well-designed, contemporary home.

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Like the colonel’s lady and Judy O’Grady, squash and cu- 
cumbers, marrows and zucchini, pumpkins and melons are 
all sisters under their skins. They belong to the decorative 
and widespread order of gourds (properly kriown by the 
fearful name of cucurbitaceae) and although we think we 
know our fruits and vegetables, we are familiar with, and 
eat, only about ten species of this vast family, We remain 
quite unaware of some seven hundred and forty others, 
many of which are edible and some almost inhabitable. Of 
the ten types which we recognize and eat, there is the tiny 
gherkin which is sweetened and spiced, and the cucumber, 
which we associate with dill pickles, with salads, and 
occasionally with soup. Pumpkins—our native sons—are 
usually used for pies. Certain pumpkins are used for 
fodder, pumpkin seeds are used for oil, and a few Gar- 
gantuan specimens reach a weight of some two hundred 
and fifty pounds. This happens—not in our autumn corn 
fields—but in India, and we must presume that it was just 
such a pumpkin shell in which Peter the Pumpkin Eater 


(who must have been an Indian) kept his wife so very well. 


We are unfamiliar with pumpkins-for-housing and gourds- 
for-drinking and also with all but five or six melons which 
we fancy as appetizers or desserts. Melons, to most of us, 
are cantaloupes, watermelons and preserved watermelon 
rind. In recent years we have advanced to the honeydew, 
the casaba, the Persian and the Cranshaw melons, and a few 
of us have even eaten the tiny individual watermelon which 
is now available. Few of us, however, have done any cook- 


ing in a melon shell, or experienced the fabulous flavor a 


ourds 


melon can lend a duck that has been cooked in it. Even 
fewer know how good a melon ice can be, or have ever 
combined melon with lobster. Melons with prosciutto (lItal- 
ian ham) or with salami are served in many restaurants 
but in few homes. Cantaloupe with French dressing and 
freshly cut chives is as good as it is when scooped out in 
ball shapes and rolled in finely chopped walnuts, or served 
with sour cream. Escofhier suggests only a melon saturated 
with port wine or filled with Granite (melon ice, not the 
stone). The word squash appears only once, and then but 
to state that it can be prepared like a cucumber. If we 
eat squash at all, it is apt to be merely boiled, and zucchini 
—its beautiful green sister—is, to most of us, only an- 


other Italian word. 


Squash is perhaps not the most melodious word in the Eng- 
lish language, but it is certainly one of the most beautiful, 
delicious and neglected of our summer and autumn har- 
vests. Yellow squash, summer squash, Hubbard and acorn 
squash are so decorative and colorful that they are shel- 
lacked and enameled almost as often as they are eaten. 
Butternut, crookneck and straightneck squash are admired 
(for their looks) by people who do not even know that 
nature has filled them with edible meat—sweet, tender and 
succulent. While artists create garlands and festoons for 
doorways and centerpieces for dining tables, the inner 
squash is forgotten. The squash counter at the market is 
patronized by the artist in search of decorative material but 
shunned by the cook. All this is understandable since squash 


can—and often does—taste like soap. But properly pre- 
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To the intrepid cook, the squash, the cucumber, the 


pumpkin and the melon are all potential ambrosia 


pared, squash can be a wonderful discovery and addition 
to the cook’s vocabulary—an inexpensive vegetable that is 
both a delicacy and, when so prepared, a meal in itself. 
Summer squash stuffed with almonds, squash pie, squash 
bread: there is almost nothing that a squash cannot be to an 
adventurous and intrepid cook. A word of advice to the 
cook who is wise enough to prepare a squash recipe for her 
guests: never admit it is squash until after it has been 
eaten. This ruse is reminiscent of the man who served a 
woodchuck stew, but only confessed after his guests, re- 
plete with what they happily supposed had been terrapin, 


were making their adieus. 


Zucchini is the Italian word for a tender green vegetable 
marrow which is most often eaten when it is young and 
small. If it is left to mature, it is still delicious, but it must 
be peeled before cooking, and it can be substituted for egg- 
plant in any recipe for that delectable vegetable. (The 
eggplant is not really even a distant cousin: it is mentioned 
here only because it is sometimes known as guinea squash. ) 
Zucchini can be served as a vegetable with meats, as a 
salad or as a main course. It goes well with tomatoes or 
cheese, and it can be combined with meat or other vegeta- 
bles and baked or simmered. Cucumbers, green and ridged 
or smooth and shiny, are usually eaten as a salad, a vege- 
table course or in a soup. As a garnish, they are particular- 
ly good with fish, with fried or breaded meats, with all sea 
foods and with cheeses. When used as a garnish, cucumber 
cups and baskets should be hollowed out, marinated in 


French dressing and then filled with salted whipped cream 


and grated horse-radish, or whipped sour cream and chives, 
or mayonnaise, grated onion and walnuts. Then, when it is 
eaten, the cucumber is exactly the right catalyst for the 
sharp sauce and the mild fish. A fluted knife and a sharp 
slicer will make the usual depressing cucumber wedges 


seen in most salads into paper-thin enhancements. 


Since it is often said that dessert is the most difficult 
course to plan and prepare, the melon is a refreshing and 
versatile answer to this problem. The real problem course, 
actually, is the vegetable course, so important to well being 
and so often, unfortunately, served up as a boiled green 
or root vegetable—a kind of poor relation of the meat 
course. The gourds are the perfect solution to the constant 
problem and boredom of peas and beans, carrots and spin- 
ach. The fruits of the vine, all they need is a change of 
name and an imaginative cook who will forget her preju- 
dices, stuff a squash with rice and almonds, sprinkle it 


with cheese and call it Ambrosia for a Day. 


Like the tiger’s incredible stripes and the abstractly de- 
signed undershell of the tortoise, the squash is one of na- 
ture’s more beautiful curiosity pieces, and it shares with 
terrapin (if not with the tiger) the hidden factor of being 
delectable. Had Escoffier not been so intrigued with truf- 
fles and fraises de bois, he might have given it some of his 
inimitable talent and attention, and the gustatory world 
would be richer today. Since he did not, we must make do 
for ourselves, and the recipes on page 204 are the result of 


the inventiveness of some highly talented, latter-day chefs. 
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A LIVING-CONDITIONED HOME 


t probably makes as much sense (if it makes any) 
| to consider a black cat unlucky and the raven a 
bird of ill omen as it does to believe that the blue- 
bird is a symbol of happiness. The really interesting 
thing about these vagaries is that somehow, good luck 
is linked with color and misfortune is as black as the 
proverbial hat. Yet, despite such paganism—and we 


all have a streak of it—most of us, unless we are gyp- 


sies, shy away from the temptations of the spectrum 
like frightened hares. We admire color, talk about it, 
rave about it, and then go home to a mouse-colored 
house and look at life like Sara Crewe from her garret 
window: distant fields are greener. Editorially, how- 
ever, we can believe neither in timidity nor the jaun- 
diced eye, which is why we continue to champion color 
for its great contribution to the difference between 
excitement and apathy. It is also why we have chosen, 
by way of illustration, a house that endured more than 
its share of growing pains. It began its blueprint life as 
pure exploration and ended it as an exercise in good 
design. Then, with its architectural hurdles behind it, it 
became a different kind of exercise—one that was prac- 
ticed with color, fabric and furniture until the rehears- 
al was polished into the kind of finished performance 


that banishes the prospect of boredom once and for all. 


Living world color 
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This is a house in Houston, Texas, and it is reason- 
able that it reflect—both in line and texture, and par- 
ticularly in color—some of the quality of that very 
individual state. A Texan prairie has many hues, but 
when seen in an unending vista, it is almost the color 
J of silver-blue smoke: the rough-sawn siding of yellow 
pine was stained to simulate that haze, and since the 
Texan sky is so vast and so cerulean, there are glim- 
mers of it here and there (via paint) in the fascia, 
the doors, and the undersurface of the deep overhang 
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THE HOUSE: One hears constantly a great deal of 
talk about regional houses—talk so rarefied, occa- 
sionally, that it approaches the mystical. At other 
times, and as related to this home, it makes sense, 
for without being overpoweringly so, this is a region- 
al design. Texas is a big state, and there is no reason 
why the smallest house in it should net only seem 
larger than it is (any small house should do that), 
but have about it somewhere, however abstractly, the 
aura of mesquite and cottonwood (or, if you like, 
roses or pecan trees or even the Alamo). From the 
beginning, it was the architect’s intent to somehow 
instill this quality into the design. He succeeded 
admirably with the exterior (with its beautiful color 
and texture) and the interior was devised to let in 
the sun. Two vistas were created—one of fifty feet, 
one of thirty—within the house, so that instead of 
turning in on itself, it became a dwelling that could 
look forward and backward, but never at its neigh- 
bors. Three terraces were designated: one for dining, 
one for children and one for cloistered sunning. Liv- 
ing room, dining and family room became one zone, 
bedrooms and baths, another. The kitchen, in a way, 
is a control tower, serving the dining terrace both 
physically and visually, and—at somewhat longer 
range—acting as a watchdog for the play terrace, 
which is visible through the wide doors of the family 
room. Thus, through the application of a philoso»hy, 
a house was made compatible with its geographi-

This image has 
been blown away with the sawdust and today, while this 
supplier still continues to serve builders primarily, he 
has expanded his operation to include.a whole new concept 
of service to the homeowner. As new suburbs and complete 
communities spring up, he is.found taking his place right 
in the heart of the shopping center. Stimulated by the up- 
swing in enthusiasm for do-it-yourself home building and 
remodeling and guided by the National Retail Lumber Deal- 
ers Association, this new approach has resulted in a kind 
of supermarket ‘of building materials in which everything 
of interest to the remodeling-conscious homemaker is dis- 
_ played and sold. And interest is justifiably high. Generally 
established in a well-planned, attractively styled store, the 
building materials dealer offers besides lumber, a wide 
variety of remodeling materials. The theory of “the shoe- 
maker touhis last” to the contrary, aggressive dealers are 
extending their scope beyond mere retailing by training 
their staffs in the fine points of home maintenance and repair. 


Included on the staff, quite often, is a planning consultant 
whose function is to furnish expert advice and to help home. 
owners, in step-by-step procedures, to help themselves. Illus- 
trated on these and subsequent pages are two examples of 
this interesting trend in action. In our first story, Martha 
and Jack Mathis, a young couple living in the Chicago suburll 
of Glenview, were faced with a typical remodeling problem= 
the modernization of an. outmoded, inadequate kitchen iw™ 
an old house. Having spent many a taxing moment in her 
impractical kitchen during the year since they bought (i®] 
house, Martha understood what she wanted, if not exacily ™ 
how to go about the project. Although the Mathises knew 
that they could call in a carpenter-contractor to do the joh, 
they also knew that, for the sake of economy, they wanted" 
to do as much of the work as possible themselves. |t was 
at this point that, through friends, they heard about the 
Lumber Company. Turning to Hines for help, Martha and 
Jack were taken well in hand. A planning consultant, after 
discussing their particular requirements, worked closely 
with them in interpreting these requirements into the design 
of an efficient, new kitchen.

Remodeling of heating and plumbing systems, ordinarily beyond the capability 
of the homeowner, was the only phase of project accomplished with outside 
help. A Hines mechanic glued metal foil under a base cabinet and on wall 
behind convector-type radiator to reflect heat. Small radiator affords morg 
room for sink cabinet; heat circulates to kitchen through routed-out toe space 


The important business of leveling base cabinets was demonstrated to Jack 
and Martha. BILT-WELL (Carr, Adams & Collier) wall cabinets in unfinished 
pine were assembled by the couple and used throughout entire kitchen to pro- 
vide Martha with the well-planned work-and-storage areas she had always 
wanted. The remodeling of the Mathis kitchen reveals, as much as anything, the 
old-fashioned concept of kitchen cabinets as mere shelving-with-doors giving 
way to functionalism of modern cabinets whose shelves often adjust or pull out 


Mechanic showed Jack Mathis how to use portable jig saw to cut hole in the 
wall cabinet over range area. Hole is for ventilating hood unit (Stanthony} 


Jack applied cement to the counter top that will become the kitchen's attrac 
tive breakfast bar, eliminating need for a dining table in center of the room 


Quick-drying cement was then applied to the laminated plastic sheet (tur 
quoise TEXTOLITE) used to finish off all work surfaces in the streamlined kitchen 


Martha helped Jack install plastic top on counter. Newspaper was used to 
keep the two cement-wet surfaces from contact until they were sure that both 
surfaces were squared off. Couple relished doing most of the work themselves 


After using roller to flatten plastic top, Jack worked with wood file to trim 
down edge which had been cut a quarter-inch wider than counter top. Easily 
cleaned and wear-resistant, this type of plastic surfacing is a delight for Mar- 
tha who had never been accustomed to old kitchen's unsanitary work surfaces 
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Chores become pleasurable in this handsome kitchen 
where each remodeling detail was planned—with 
the help of the Mathis’ lumberyard consultant—to 
overcome some basic deficiency in the old one. Now 
kitchen is a relatively quiet spot, with appliance 
noise curtailed when the couple installed acoustical 
tile (Wood Conversion) on ceiling. For flooring, they 
chose a vinyl tile in spatter pattern (Hako POLY- 
KROME) to cover the dirt-accumulating wood floor. 
Turquoise ceramic tile (CERATILE) was applied be- 
hind range to eliminate grease-spattered walls, 
while washable coated wallpaper (Strahan's CALICO 
STRIPE) was applied over lower walls and upper wall 
areas which were built out flush with cabinets. 
Electric mixer and blender are by Hamilton-Beach 
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Unique feature of new kitchen is a mixer shelf in wall cab 
inet (inset, left) which pulls down to rest on counter fap 
when needed. Old kitchen (far left) had one door feo 
many; remodeled into window, it now utilizes space below 
SILENTITE windows by Curtis were used throughout 


In the all-important realm of color, Martha chose a muted scheme—light gray for the 
wall cabinets, a darker gray for base cabinets; an apricot shade, lining the interiors of 
all cabinets, furnished the bright contrast. (O'Brien paints were used throughout the 
kitchen.) Having lost one window in the remodeling process, lighting—never very 
fective in the old arrangement—had special significance for the Mathises. In their eff 
cient new kitchen, light-conditioning was obtained with fluorescent channels installed on 
the underside of wall cabinets. Together with a light under the ventilating hood for the 
range area and a ceiling fixture for over-all illumination, ample light was provided for 
work in all corners of the room. Storage of appliances, utensils and supplies was intell 
gently planned around the various work centers—utensils in cabinet next to range, clean 
ing equipment next to the sink, In the remodeling of one of the kitchen's two remaining 
entrances, double louvered doors (left) were the attractive replacement for the heavy 
old door. With a minimum of actual physical help. Martha and Jack were able 
create a bright new kitchen with a distinctly professional look about it. Refrigerator BF

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Striking evidence of the new trend toward more 
consumer service on the part of the building ma- 
terials dealer, Klaff's House of 100,000 Ideas in 
South Norwalk, Connecticut, was designed and 
built last year. When their old-fashioned lum- 
beryard and hardware store burned down, the 
enterprising Klaff family saw a golden opportun- 
ty to replace it with a supermarket operation 
with everything te build or remodel a home 


How the Cinque family acquired 1,000 feet of new living space 


When Tom and Marie Cinque bought their two-bedroom 
home in South Norwalk, Connecticut, several years ago, 
they noted its attic and full basement appreciatively and 
mentally tucked them away for future reference. This year 
daughter Caryn celebrated her seventh birthday. Timmy 
\urned six and Gregory, two: the Cinques realized that the 
time had arrived to take advantage of their space reserve. 
Plans were easily formulated: they would make a second 
living room in the basement and, upstairs, a bedroom for 
the boys and one for Caryn, with a bath the three could 
share, The attic measured 24’ x 32’, generous enough to 
give large rooms and big closets for the children’s gear 
as well as sizable dead storage lockers for the family be- 
longings in undereave space, impractical for living. To 
encourage orderliness, Marie wanted to build in a toy 
cupboard, a chest of drawers and a desk in each room. 
Tom considered himself skilled enough to do some of the 
work himself, so he and Marie sketched rough remodeling 
drawings incorporating a 28-foot dormer with three win- 
dows in the roof at the rear of the house. Together they 
took their ideas to Klaff’s, a local building materials 
dealer, to find out what they could do, what they would 
need help for and just what it would cost. From this point 
on, pictures tell their story. A heartening postscript is that 
they were able to more than double the livability of their

CREAM OF CUCUMBER SOUP 


This is for the day when a happy change from the usual soups 


seems in order. 


3 medium cucumbers % cup heavy cream 

1 medium onion 2 egg yolks 

1 medium potato 14 teaspoon dry mustard 

4 tablespoons butter salt and pepper 

1 cup water ly cup toasted, blanched 

1 quart hot milk almonds, chopped 

© Peel the potato and the onion. 

© Cut cucumbers, potato and onion into medium cubes and 


simmer gently in the butter.

DUCK IN MELON 


The saturated melon gives the duck a flavor which it never 


thought it was capable of——nor did you. 


1 cantaloupe-type melon large ‘4 cup tomato paste 
enough to hold the meat of 1 pinch of thyme 
one duck vy lemon, juice and 

1 4-5 pound duck grated rind 

6 chicken livers % lime, juice 

butter for frying 1 teaspoon meat glaze 


1 cup port wine or extract 

1-2 cups red wine salt and pepper 

© Cut a lid from the melon. empty it of seeds and allow it 
to drain. Pour in the cup of port wine, place the melon 
in a pan with a little water, put the lid on the melon and 
bake in a very slow (275°F.) oven. until medium soft, 
about 30 to 10 minutes depending on the size and ripe- 
ness of the melon. If overbaked it can easily break, so 
watch carefully and remember it is baked 10 minutes 


longer after being filled. 


Roast the duck until it, too. is within 10 minutes of being 
done, take out and carve it for regular serving pieces. 
Keep the duck hot. 


In the meantime, make a sauce by frying the duck liver 


and chicken livers in butter and moistening with one cup 
of the red wine. Crush the livers while they are hot and 
not too well done. Add the tomato paste and meat extract 


and season to taste—add lemon and lime, and thyme. 


Moisten with more wine if necessary. 
© Pack the pieces of duck into the warm melon. Pour on the 
sauce, cover and bake for another 10 minutes. 


© Give each guest a section of melon with the duck. 


STUFFED SQUASH 


No one knows where the name squash came from except the 

originator. and he lies uneasy as a result. Try to overlook 

the word and eat the fruit. 

4 young yellow squash 2 cups stale bread cubes 

44 cup blanched almonds 2 egg yolks 

2 eggs, hard-cooked 14 cup of cream 

14 cup grated Parmesan cheese salt and pepper 

© Cut the squash in half, remove the seeds and center tissue. 
Parboil in salted water for a few minutes until medium 
soft. (Depending on the age of the squash this can take 
from 10 to 15 minutes.) Drain squash and keep warm. 

© Blanch almonds and sliver with sharp knife or razor blade. 

* Chop the hard-cooked eggs and add them to the almonds. 

© Cut the stale bread into small cubes. (If no stale bread is 
available, cut fresh bread into small cubes and place in 
a very slow oven to dry them for a few minutes.) 

© Add bread cubes and cheese to the eggs and almonds and 
moisten everything with the egg yolks and cream beaten 
well together. Add salt and pepper to taste. 

© Fill the cavities of the drained squash with this mixture 
and pile it high. 

© Dust top with additional cheese and dot with butter. 

© Place the filled squash in a buttered baking pan and bake 
until brown in a hot oven (400°F.) for about 20 minutes. 


Serves 8. 


INDIAN VEGETABLE MARROW OR ZUCCHINI 


Eat as the Indians do and dream of emeralds and rubies. 


4 succhini Vy teaspoon cumin powder 
4 tablespoons butter (ground cuminseed ) 
1 medium onion, chopped 2 red or green chilies, 
very fine chopped fine 
1 clove garlic, crushed 2 tablespoons grated coconut 
teaspoon ground ginger lemon, juice only 
salt

PARTY PUMPKIN PIE 
Pumpkin is the perfect medium 
for blending spices and brandy, 
which no pumpkin pie should be 
without. We are against anemic, 
bland pumpkin pies: this one is 
bold and voluptuous. We build 
the pastry up high on the sides 
and flute the edges as prettily as 
we know how. The filling is a deep 
rich brown, shiny on top. (The 
secret for a shiny top, we've dis- 
covered, is to beat the filling in- 
gredients five minutes longer than 
you think necessary. That dis- 
solves the sugar thoroughly and 
gives a smooth, éreamy filling.) 


Recipe for crust for 9-inch pie: 
1 cup sifted all-purpose flour 
teaspoon salt 
15 cup shortening 
2 tablespoons water 


Measure sifted flour into a mix- 
ing bowl, mix salt through it. 
Cut in half of the shortening 
with pastry blender or two 
knives until the mixture looks 


like coarse corn meal. 

* Cut in remaining shortening 
until particles are the size of 
large peas. (This makes for 
flaky pastry.) 

Sprinkle water on top and mix 
lightly with fork until all the 
flour is moistened. 


Gather dough together, press 


into ball and roll out to fit 
9-inch piepan.

mendations regarding the build- 
ing of a record library, we have 
concerned ourselves solely with 
instrumental works, such as sym- 
phonies, concertos and the like. 
Now, I should like to touch 
upon a category of music that, for 
some reason, hasn't as yet at- 
tained the same degree of popu- 
larity in this country—choral 
music. Anyone who has ever had 
the experience of singing in an 
amateur chorus will have already 
been “bitten by the bug” and will 
need no urging. For those who 
have not yet discovered the satis- 
faction that can be derived from 
this field of music, here is a list 
of varied suggestions. 

As a very easy introduction to 
choral music, I'd recommend a 
group of Songs for Male Chorus 
by Schubert. In the nine short 
works contained on a Vox disc 
made by the Akademie Kammer- 
chor under Ferdinand Gross- 
mann, the subject matter ranges 
from a description of a little vil- 
lage through several love songs, 
to a setting of the Twenty-third 
Psalm. All the music is melodious 
and immediately appealing. In 
the matter of accompaniment, 
these works are quite varied. 
Some are sung a cappella—that 
is, in the manner of the chapel— 
hence, unaccompanied. Inciden- 
tally, the term is used for all 
unaccompanied choral music, 
whether sacred or secular. Some 
are with piano and others are ac- 
companied by a guitar. 

A double interest attaches to 
another recording issued by Vox. 
It is the Choral Fantasy, Opus 
80, by Beethoven. Those who are 
familiar with Beethoven's Ninth 
Symphony, the one with the 
choral finale, will find that here 
Beethoven anticipated that music. 
In effect, this was a “study” for

the choral portions of that move 
ment. It ends with a short section 
for chorus and four vocal soloists, 
built on a theme that is very sim- 
lar to the very famous Ode to Joy 
melody of the Ninth Symphony. 
Therefore, this work is of great 
historic interest, since it gives us 
an insight into Beethoven's devel 
opment. Moreover, while this isa 
rather strange combination, the 
first three-quarters of the work ac 
tually amounts to a concerto for 
piano and orchestra, since a sole 
piano is featured before the voices 
enter. Friedrich Wiihrer is the 
pianist, with the Akademie Kam 
merchor (this time, consisting of 
mixed voices) and the Vienna 
Symphony Orchestra, all under 
the direction of Clemens Krauss 
The other side of the same dise 
contains a very beautiful, romam 
tic work by Schubert—the Song 
of the Spirits Over the Waters 
Again the scoring is for male 
chorus—but a chorus of eight 
parts! This, coupled with the fact 
that the accompanying orchestra 
consists of two violas, two celles 
and double bass—all dark instrw 
ments—makes for a rich sound 
If you're in the mood for some 
highly dramatic, _richly-colored 
music, I'd suggest that you listes 
to the Requiem by the great 
mantic French composer, Berlion 
Its ten sections contain musi¢ 
ranging in feeling from the most 
delicate and mysterious to the 
most violent. In some portions, 
Berlioz calls for four brass choirs, 
in addition to the normal orchet 
tral and choral forces! As one 
early critic wrote: “The musi¢ 
was beautiful and strange, wild 
convulsed and dolorous. . . .” & 
lumbia has issued a spacious twe 
dise recording of the Requiem by 
the chorus and orchestra of the 
Rochester Oratorio Society undet 
Theodore Hollenbach.

Cut heavy cardboard to fit re- 
cess on top of cabinet for pin- 
cushion. Cut two pieces of 
muslin 14% inches longer and 
wider than card, Make !9-inch 
seam and leave three-inch 
opening for filling of sawdust 
or kapok. Whip opening. Cut 
chintz or denim cover two 
inches larger than cardboard 
on all sides, Place cushion on 
card, pull cover over both. Se- 
cure edges under card with 
heavy thread. Glue in place 


For drawer lining—-to keep 
scraps of material and extra 
thread fresh—cut heavy card- 
board a bit smaller than inner 
sides and bottom of drawers. 
Cut piece of fabric for each 
piece of cardboard 1% inch 
larger on all sides. Cover card- 
beard with fabric—miter and 
glue all corners to back of 
cardboard to avoid bulk, Glue 
covered cardboard into draw- 
er, inserting bottom piece last 


Whether plywood or salvaged 
wood is used, sand carefully 
with medium-coarse paper to 
prevent splinters from catch- 
ing and pulling loose threads. 
Round edges with a rasp; fin- 
ish with fine sandpaper to 
make surface absolutely 
smooth. Imperfections in wood 
lend an aged and antique ap- 
pearance so let them remain 


Frequently used thread is 
stored on dowels where spools 
are readily accessible and col- 
ors are easy to distinguish. 
Ball heads for dowels are 
made of 14-inch cubes, drilled 
to fit dowels. Glue a cube onto 
each dowel. Allow ample time 
for glue to harden before start- 
ing to form ball head. Round 
off corners of cubes with wood 
file.

For soft tone, apply coat of 
maple or pine stain. Allow it 
to sink in. When stain is thor- 
oughly dry, apply coat of shel- 
lac thinned 50-50 with alcohol.

Q. I am planning to renovate my 

perennial garden this fall.

trees from acorns, and does

it take them unusually 
reach substantial size? 


A, Sound, healthy acorns usual- 

ly sprout readily if planted 
within a few days after they have 
fallen from the tree. Plant them 
about two inches deep outdoors 
and lay strong window-screening 
wire over the area to keep mice 
and squirrels from digging them 
up. They will start appearing 
above ground the following spring. 
Oaks are not as fast-growing as 
maples or elms, but not nearly as 
slow as most people think. 


Q. Please tell me how I can 
safely store canna roots for 


the winter. W.K.R. 


A. Dry them fully after digging.
